NURSING  AELlANGE.I31\tTS  ,  HOSPITALS  ETC. 


(a)  Hospital  Arrangements . 

Ho  nursing  arrangements  are  provided^  by  the  District  Council 
for  general  purposes  ,  but  in  the  case  of  Infectious  Diseases  a 
Purse  is  provided  for  oases  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Hospital. 
The  County  Council  undertakes  the  nursing  arrangements  in 
connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

A  District  Nurse  is  provided  by  a  private  District  Nursing 
Association. 

(b)  There  are  six  midwives  practising  in  the  district.  These 
are  not  employed  or  subsidized  by  the  Public  Authority. 

(c)  Clinics  and  Treatment  centres . 

None  exist  at  present  in  the  District. 

The  County  Council  is  the  supervising  authority  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  ,  and  a  visiting  Nurse  is  employed  in  the  Distr- 

iet. 

A  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  available  at  the  Loyal  Cornwall 
Infirmary  at  Truro. 

The  nearest  Venereal  Treatment  Centres  are  at  Tuckingmill  and 
Plymouth  under  arrangement  by  the  County  Council. 


(d)  Hospitals  provi ded  by  the  Local  Authority. 

An  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  is  provided  by 
the  Local  Authority.  This  is  situated  at  Trevenson  St.  Columb 
Minor  and  has  accomodation  for  8  patients. 

(e)  Inati  t'uf  i onal  provision  for  unmarried  mothers  &  illegitimate 

chi  Idren .

Two  institutions  exist  for  children,  in  the  District 
A  Branch  of  the  Church  of  Englands  Home  for  Wafes  &  Strays. 
A  Branch  of  the  National  Childrens  Home. 


(f)  An  ambulance  is  provided  for  infectious  cases. 
During  1924  a  Motor  Ambulance  was  provided  by 
public  Subscription  for  the  removal  of  the  sick 
and  a  cc  i  de  nt  cases. 


(g)  During  the  period  under  review,  considerable  improvements 
have  been  made  to  the  Isolation  Hospital ,  and  it  is  now  equipped 
with  a  Thrush  Steam  Disenfector  and  the  necessary  buildings  ^ have 
been  erected  supplying  a  long  felt  want,  completing  the  equipment 
of  the  Hospital . 

To  complete  the  wo.d^tmiaaJISEPital ,  there  ie  still  required 
a  modern  system  of  drainage,  also  a  constant  water  supply  is 
needed,  laid  on  from  the  Company's  main  to  provide  against  any 
future  drought,  and  to  improve  the  domestic  and  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  of  the  Hospital  ,  end.  the  working  of  the  Desinfector. 

During  the  year  1925  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  opened 
once  only  ,  for  a  period  of  seven  days,  for  a  case  of  E.  Lethargica 
occurinn  in  a  visitor.

20  Specimens  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year. 

10  examinations  for  Diphtheria  Bacilli  were  made,  all  of 
which  proved  nagative . 

8  examinations  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  were  made,  of  which  one 
only  was  positive, 

1  Blood  examination  was  made,  which  was  positive  to  Bacillus 
from  Typhos/us  B. 

A  specimen  of  fat  taken  from  a  carcase  was  also  submitted  for 
Bacteriological  examination. 

Samples  of  town  water  were  also  submitted  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analyses.

Water  Supply. 

The  tom  "Ivate r  supply  has  been  sufficient  throughout  the  year 
and  analyses  of  samples  were  satisfactory. 

A  special  report  on  the  Newquay  Water  Supplies  was  rendered  in 
January  1925.  This  dealt  with  the  proposed  additional  source 
of  supply  from  Rialton  river,  and  included  bacteriological  and 
chemical  analyses. 

Slaughter  Houses, 

The  number  of  Licensed  Slaughter  Houses  is  four. 

The  slaughter  houses  are  regularly  inspected,  and  are  conducted 
in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924  were  brought  into 
force  on  April  1st.  and  have  proved  of  great  assistance  in  the 
supervision  and  inspection  of  food  animals. 

Up  to  December  31st.  the  total  number  of  visits  to  premises 

for  inspection  of  carcases  and  organs  for  human  consumption, .425 . 

Total  number  of  carcases  with  organs  examined.  1366. 

Diseased  meat  and  organs  condemned  and  destroyed, 

being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Approximate  weight.  1 ,797.1b 

A  detailed  report  of  the  working  of  the  new  Meat  Regulations 
will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  Annual  Report.

The  wards  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  were  disinfected  once. 


Factory  and  Workshops  Acts . 

There  are  33  factories  and  47  workshops  in  the  district,  of  the 
factories  10  are  knitting  factories  employing  a  large  number  of 
hands  mainly  girls. 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made,  including  60  visits 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  No  probeedings  under  the  Act  were 
found  necessary,  minor  defects  being  remedied  at  once.  One 
workshop  was  provided  with  proper  drains  and  sanitary  water 
closets  without  recourse  to  statutory  proceedings. 


Port  Sanitary  Regulations , 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  during  the  past  year,  no  vessels 
or  passengers  entering  the  harbour,  other  than  fishing  boats. 

No  action  has  been  taken  or  reqiired  as  regards  rat  destruction. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  has  been  good  throughout 
the  year . 

Regular  inspections  are  carried  out,  and  a  summary  of  the  Sanitary
